GASOLINE EXPLODES AND 
WRECKAGE ‘CATCHES FIRE 





Sands, Crushed and Burned, Dies at Vander- 
bilt Country Seat—Report of His Step- 
father’s Injury Causes Great Alarm 
on Paris Bourse. 





PARIS, July 29.—G. Winthrop Sands, a stepson of W. K. 
Vanderbilt, was killed in a frightful accident which occurred at 
7 o’clock this morning just outside the grounds of Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s beautiful country seat, the Chateau St. Louis de Poissy, 20 


miles from Paris. Mr. Sands 


was riding with the chauffeur 


when in some manner which has not yet been cleared up, the au- 
tomobile, spinning along at a high rate of speed, left the road and 


struck a tree with terrific force. 

The car was overturned and Mr. 
bands and the chauffeur were pinned 
under the wreckage. The gasoline tank 
grobably exploded, as the wreck at once 
@aught fire. 


Mr. Sands Drove Machine. 

Mr. Sands left Deauville at half 
— five this morning to come to 

oissy. The only other person in the 
ear was the chauffeur, Pickens. The 
pace was fast all the way.. Mr. Sande 
was at the wheel. 

When the accident occurred the au- 
tomoblie “had just ‘reached the en- 
trance to the chateau grounds and 
Was going at the rate of 62 miles an 
hour, Suddenly a tire flew off, the 
machine swerved, plunging across the 
road and struck a tree with such 
force that it was completely wrecked. 

It bras been learned that the chauf- 
feur Was not gravely hurt. His boots 
Were literally carbonized by the 
flames, but an examination proved 
that the burns and injuries to his 
body were slight. 

Only a mass of twisted iron re- 
mains of the automobile which was 
@ converted racer of 100-horsepower. 
Mr. Sands’ friends say he was an ex- 


pert but reckless driver, 
Rescuers Feared Explosion, 


_Beveral workmen who had witnessed 
the accident rushed up, but as the ma- 
chine immediately took fire they kept 
away from it momentarily, fearing an 
explosion. As this did not occur the 
men finally rushed in and extricated the 
horribly mutilated body of Mr. Sands, 
literally tearing off his leg, which was 
firinly pinned down by the torn twisted 
machinery of the blazing wreck. 





He was carried into the 
where he died at 9 o’clock. 

Son of Samuel Sands, 

Sands was the son of.the present Mrs. 
W. K. Vanderbilt by her first husband, 
Samuel Sands, who: was killed at the 
Meadow Brook hunt some years ago. 
Mrs. Sands-Rutherford was married to 
W. K. Vanderbilt in 1903. 

The first report of the accident re- 
ceived in Paris was to the effect that 
William K. Vanderbilt Sr. had been in- 
jured. An extra edition ot the Patrie 
announced this fact and a furore was 
created on the bourse and in the Amer- 
ican colony. The report was at once 
cabled to America. 

Later came a report that a mistake 
had been made, due to the fact that 
the accident had occurred to the Van- 
derbilt car. This correction was not 
made for several hours after the acci- 
dent, during which time the Vanderbilt 
home was besieged with telephone c@lls, 
telegrams and cablegrams of inquiry. 

Later In the afternoon a second ru- 
mor .\had it that despite the reports to 
the contrary, the victim was William K. 
Vanderbilt Sr. 

Mr. Sands’ mother, Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
his\stepfather and his brother, were at 
the chateau when the accident occurred. 
Ail were overwhelmed with grief. Mrs. 
Venderbilt. was almost distracted when 
the torn and bruised body of her son 
was borne ‘indoors. It was evident that 
he was past aid and he did not regain 
consciousness before his death. 

The members of the famiiy were ap- 
prised of the accident by telegraph. 
George W. Vanderbilt is at Dinard. H. 
7, Vanderbilt Jr. left here this morning 
for London. W. K. Vanderbilt Jr. is at 
Aix Les Bains.

SKULL INJUR 
HAS ENEMIES 


That William E. McGurren, who was 
mysteriously attacked early Tuesday 
morning in the entrance to the Lincoln 
Trust Building, is in danger*from ene- 
mies he made in Oklahoma, where he 
went five years ago to make his for- 
tune, is the belief of his relatives who 
live in Chicago. 

Wednesday morning his brother, 
George McGurren, and his brotber-in- 
law, William Rochford, arrived from 
Chicago and, finding that McGurren had 
recovered sufficiently from the effects 
of the assault to be moved, they took 
him back with thom on the noon train 
for Chicago. 

McGurren —— to talk of his ad- 
venture. “Its very mysterious,” said 
his brother to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“William was attacked two months ago 
out in Oklahoma. They never discoy- 
ered who had attacked him and the mo- 
tive for the attack has been unex- 
plained. He was not robbed.” 

The St. Louis police have not solved 
the mystery of the attack here, and 
neither MoGurran nor his acquaintances 
ean throw any light on it. 

Helped Suppress Lawlessness. 

McGurren went West with his wife 
five years ago. He finally settled near 
Lawton and was soon making a good 
income from farming. He became inter- 
ested in the growth of Lawton and last 
year was elected chairman of the Co- 


manche County Board of Commission-

Mr. Grimm is to be selected for the 
strength he will add to the ticket in 
South St. Louls, Mr. Hitchcock for the 
strength he will draw from the civic 
and social organizations with which he 
is connected, and ‘Mr. Homer on account 
of his ‘“‘solar-walkers”’ following. 
Messrs. Hitchcock, Homer and McQuil- 
lin were indorsed by the 8t. Louis Bar 
Association. 

Mr. McQuillin has been defeated once 
for Circuit Attorney and several times 
for Circuit Judge. The Republicans are 
expecting a very light primary vote, 
preferring to centralize efforts on the 
fall campaign. 

It is not putting up any money to 
have voters transferred, while the Cow- 
herd Democratic organization is spend- 
ing large sums for this purpose. The 
Republican machine, however, is per- 
fectly assembled and oiled. 

Will Support Wilder. 

William W. Wilder, now State Auditor, 
will get the organization support as 
against Amos L. Colman and H. H. 
Washburn for Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioner. 

The local organization will make an 
exceptionally hard fight for Charles A. 
Houts for Appeals Judge. He is opposed 
by George D. Reynolds of St. Louis 
and Norman A. Mozely of Bloomfield. 

Seebert G. Jones is a brother-in-law of 
City Chairman Howe and is now one of 
Circrit Attorney Sager’s assistants. The 
Aher candidates for Circuit Attorney 
ate Charles.

She is so bright and so 
good and she had so much faith. She 
was not born a cripple. Ten years ago 
she was walking on Cass avenue and a 
man across the street fired a shot from 
a revolver at another man and the bullet 
hit my daughter in the thigh.

The very best doctors have 
examined her and all said she was in- 
curable.’’

NEW YORK, July w—An autopsy 
will be necessary to determine the cause 
of the death of a woman whose charred 
body was found in a bonfire in a 
vacant lot in Williamsburg section of 
Brooklyn today. 

The legs and arms of the woman were 
nearly burned off. The head and other 
parts of the body were so disfigured 
that the police were unable to decide 
the sex, but a physician’s examination 
disclosed that the body was that of a 
woman. Small pieces of clothes and 
hairpins found near the body confirmed 
this decision: 

The place where the body was found 
is used as a dump for ashes and re- 
fuse. The police believe the woman 
was murdered and her body carried 
to the dump and set on fire. 

Two Men Arrested.

They are James Ruddick, a watchman, 
and his son, Joseph, a peddler.

MAN SHOOTS HIMSELF DEAD; 
ANOTHER HANGS SELF IN CAR 


Deputy Coroner Investigates One 
East Side Suicide and Hears 
of Another. 


With $97 in his pocket, Jacob Bender 
shot and killed himself Wednesday at 
Stalling’s quarry, near Falling Springs, 
seven miles south of East St. Louis. 
His body was found by quarry work- 
men. The cause is not known. He was 
48 years old and single. 

While Deputy Coroner § Spannagel 
was at the scene of Bender’s death, 
holding an inquest in which he ren- 
dered a verdict of suicide, word was re- 
ceived at his office in East St. Louis 
of a second suicide. Dr. Spannagel was 
notified by telephone, and stopped on his 
way back to investigate the second 
tragedy. 

At Dupo, five miles south of East St. 
Louis, a man’s body was found hanging 
in a furniture car on an Iron Mountain 
sidetrack. The car had been there four 
days, and the suicide seemed to be re- 
cent. A rope, passed over a beam, and 
a-small box had been used as the means 
of self-execution. 


ST. LOUIS TO PAY MORE TAXES 


Receipts Will Exceed Last Year’s 
by $1,780,000, 

According to the report of President 
John J. O’Brien, of the Board of As- 
sessors, the taxes to be paid by St. 
Louisans this year will exceed last 
year’s record by $1,730,000. The total 
amount for this year will be $11,702,- 
776.18. 

One-fffth of the taxes will be paid by 
corporations. ‘These, combined with the 
banks, trust companies and associa- 
tions, will pay almost one-third of the 
total amount. The taxes from railroads 
will aggregate probably $850,000, 

Tax collection will begin September 
2, and during September, a 2 per cent 
discount will be allowed.

Boys Brought Here Under 
~ Contract and Worked Long 
Hours for Small Pay. 





« At the direction of the migration 
‘Department of the United States, A. A. 
Seraphic is in St. Louis investigating 
, conditions under which Greek boys are 
employed in the shoe shining establish- 
ments. Mr. Seraphic says that most of 


the boys are held virtually as slaves 


-by Greek padrones, who import them 
«from Greece and control their labor. 

The Immigration Department is wag- 
ting warfare on the padrone system in 
most of the large cities. Mr. Seraphic 
(@ame to St. Louis from Chicago, where 
‘he succeeded in having 16 Greek pa- 
» + drones convicted of violation of the im- 
migration and contract labor laws and 
‘Bent to Jail. 

The Government séts the seal of si- 
lence upon the lips of the immigration 
inspectors, but a Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned that the department finds that 
Substantially these conditions § exist 
here: 

Greek boys between the ages of 10 and 
16 years are imported, their passage 
‘paid by the padrone, who cmploys them 
-and controls their labor for a period of 
‘years,

The boys work from 16 to is 1 hours a 


Gay, every day in the year, in close, 
. Poorly ventilated shops. iney are hud- 
,@led together in foul lodging houses 
- and in a few years become subject to 
tuberculosis. 

For their almost continuous labor 
they are paid from $100 to $180 a year. 

They are given no opportunity to learn 
American language and customs, and 
after living five or six years in one 

_place know only how to get from their 
lodging house to their places of employ- 
ment. 

The padrones evade the contract lavor 
“Jaw and resort to fraud and deception 
.to get the boys into this country. 

The boys are intimidated so that they 
Gare not tell the immigration inspect- 
ors the truth about the conditions of 
their employment. When called as wit- 

‘nesses in Chicago many of the Greek 
bovs refused to testify, saying they 
‘fear their heads would be cut off Af 
‘they did. 

_ The padrones coach the boys as to 
iwhat they shall tell the immigration 
inspectors at the ports of entry. Usual- 
ly they swear they are coming to the 
| United States to join their parents, 
when, as a matter of fact, their parents 
are still in Greece.

In Greece the boys lived in the ‘fields 


and on the farms and were accustomed 
to outdoor life. Being brought here and 
shut up in close. shops and ledging 
houses, and having no knowledge of hy- 
gienic and sanitary conditions, they fal] 
ready victims to disease.

FOUND BY A. POSSE 





Dave Vineyard, Who Tried to 
Kill Neighbor, Nephew and 
Wife, Ends Life. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DIXON, Mo., July 23.—A Coroner's in- 


quest was held. today into the suicide 
by strychnine of David Vineyard, a well- 
to-do farmer, living eight 
here, who took the drug after shooting 
Albert Boulware, a near neighbor, as 
Boulware was at dinner with Wesley 


Vanderpool, at the latter’s home. 

The inquest was hel4 by Monroe Giv- 
ens, Justice of the Peace of Jackson 
Township. A post-mortem examination, 
held by Drs. Jose of Vienna and Frietag 
of Brinktown, disclosed poison. A small 
vial of poison was found in Vineyard’s 
vest pocket after death. 

In a statement made shortly before he 
died, Vineyard declared he had intended 
also to kill Vanderpool, who was hie 
nephew, and then murder his wife and 
commit suicide. Jealousy was at the 
bottom of the unusual tragedy. 


All Are Neighbors. 
Boulware, Vineyard and Vanderpool! 
all live on adjoining farms. Boulware 


miles from 


Monday, and Vineyard, insane with 
jealousy, crept up to the rear of his 
home while the other men were seated 
at the dinner table. 

There was a shot, and Boulware fell, 
wounded. As Vineyard aimed his re- 
volver for the second time, Vanderpool 
wrested the weapon from his hands and 
the latter ran to a nearby woods. 

Constable James Briggs of Justice G. 
W. Winkelmann’s court, in Miller Town- 
ship, was summoned by _ telephone. 
When he arrived trace of the shooter 
had been lost. nd 

Dr. James McCullough was called to 
attend Boulware, who had been shot in 
the back, the bullet penetrating the right 
lung. — 
Captured by Posse. 
a7 posse of farmers was organized 
hastily and Vineyard was soon captured. 
As he submitted to arrest he was seen 
to lift his handkerchief to his face, with 
the strychnine hidden in it. 

“You'll never take me to Jail,’’ he 
told Constable Briggs. ‘I've. taken 
poison.”” A hasty examination by Dr. 
McCullough failed to reveal any traces 
of poison, and Vineyard was driven with 
the officer toward Vienna, the county 
seat. When they neared the town Vine- 
yard gasped and fell dead. A post- 
mortem examination was held yesterday. 

Boulware is in a critical condition.

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OHIO CANDIDATES. 

In six campaigns the presidential candidate has 
been a citizen of Ohia 

In 1856 W. H. Harrison was the Whig candi- 
date. He was beaten by Van Buren. But in 1840 
he was again the nominee and won over Van 
Buren by a popular vote of 1,275,017 to 1,128,702. 
In the electoral collage the vote stood 234 to 60. 

Forty years after, in 1876, Hayes of Ohio polled 
& popular vote of 4,033,950 against 4,284,885 for 
Tilden, but though in a popular minority he re- | 
ceived a majority of one in the electoral college 
by grace of the electoral commission. In 1880 
Garfield polled a popular vote of 4,449,053 against 
4,442,035 for Hancock, and received 214 electoral 
votes against 155. 

An Ohio man has never been defeated for the 
presidency except in 1836, but the event in that 
year was determined by circumstances peculiar to 
the time. It remains to be seen whether Taft can 
maintain the prestige of his State as the ever- 
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thus prostrate himself before Theodore Roosevelt. 
He is surely Mr. Roosevelt's mental eqnal. We be- 
lieve he Is Mr. Roosevelt's moral superior. As the 
candidate of a great party for President he should 
stand alone. He should not be content to stand in 
the reflected radiance of Oyster Bay. 

Mr. Taft's speech will undoubtedly strengthen him 


j with the very large business elements of the country. 


We do not mean merely the trusts, corporations and 
Wall street, but with the great mass of business men 
who have no part in stock jobbing and speculation. 


On the other hand, there are things in the speech

A brilliant audience assembled on the 
beautiful Bixby grounds and witnessed 
a performance to which Miss. Crawley’s 
exquisite work gave memorable distinc- 
tion. It is doubtful if a more satisfy- 
ing Rosalind has ever been seen in St. 
Louls—one must at least go back to 
the far days of Adelaide Neilson to 
find its peer, and, even in this com- 
parison, there are points of excellence in 
which Miss Crawley’s portrayal seems 
to excel.

The role itself plainly makes a po- 
tent appeal to the Crawley tempera- 
ment with its biending of girlish joy- 
ousness and sincere sentiment, gay 
audacity and maidenly modesty, and 
Miss Crawley plays it with a zest so 
keen as to make it delightfully vital. 
Her unsurpassable voice, teo, was 
heard at its best in the reading of 
Shakespeare's lines, the perfect music 
of which she brought out with unerring 
appreciation from the first timid words 
of the opening forest scene to the poe- 
tic strain of the epilogue in which she 
bids farewell to her atidience. In bodily 
grace and the suggestion of feminine 
youthfulness thrilled with the first im- 
pulse of innocent jlove, the Rosalind of 
Miss Crawley is especially faithful to 
one’s conception of the character, caus- 
ing it to Hve in one’s recollection as 
a material realization of Shakespeare’s 
most winsome heroine. She scored a 
signal and deserved triumph along 
high lines of artistry. 

Good Support by Other Players. 

Second to the achievement of the star 
was that of Arthur Maude in the role 


sf Jacques, which he played with fine 
discrimination and in an admirable 
spirit, presenting with convincing shad- 
ing the sardonic humor of the melan- 
choly philosopher of Arden, yet at no 
moment falling into the common error 
of overemphasizing the part to which 
the lines themselves seem to tempt 
the average player. Mr. Luskmoor’s 
Orlando was a pleasing bit of work, 
ge ek and attractive in conception. 
he Touohstone of Mr. Horace Lyndon 
proved satisfying in its broad strokes 
of humorous portrayal, and the Celia 
of Miss Florence Leslie was exception- 
ally good. Miss Zoe Akins of St. Louls 
essayed the role of Phoebe and gave an 
attonishingly appreciative presentation. 
The Audrey of iss Blanche Levering 
and the Sylvius of Mr. C. Anthony 
Chandos were well played in true rustic 
spirit, and others of the large cast 
proved equal to the demands placed 
upon them. Mr. Clarence Crosby as 
Amiens distinguished himself by an ex- 
cellent singing of “Under the Green- 
wood Tree” and “Blow, low, Theu 
Wintry Wind,” revealing a voice of 
much sweetness and purity of tone.

He Is Also Seeking Republican 
Nomination to the Office 
of Coroner. 


IX Democrats and two Republic- 
S ans are seeking nomination for 

Coroner of St, Louis. The post- 
tion pays $3600 a year. 
Dr. Jules Baron, the Republican en- 
cumbent, is being opposed by Dr. Walter 
J. Wait, who served two years as Cor- 
oner. 
The Democratic candidates are: Dr. 
William H. Freudenstein of 412A Papin 
street; Dr. Henry Getty, 2601 Washing- 
ton avenue; Dr. Daniel Huochdoerfer, 3410 
California avenue; Dr. Jacob Jacobson, 
5598 Bartmer avenue; Dr. D. D. O’Gor- 
man, 2839 Park avenue, and Dr. Cc. W. 
Parker of 3502 North Jefferson ave- 
nue, 
The Coroner has several office as- 
sistants, including three deputies, who 
receive from $75 to $150 a month. He 
appoints also the superintendent of the 
City Morgue, whose salary is $2500 a 
year. 
In the preliminary investigation of 
homicides, suicides and sudden or acci- 
dental deaths, the Coroner is clothed 
with semi-judicial authority. The in- 
quests conducted under his auspices fre- 
quently determine the course of the 
State’s prosecuting officers. 


Active in Second Term. 


During his first term, Dr. Baron’s 
deputies took charge of a majority of 
the inquests. In the second term, Dr. 
Baron gave these matters his persona! 
attention. 

The Baron regime has been criticized, 
however, because of the alleged con- 
sideration shown to deputies, who have 
been guilty of pronounced indiscretions; 
also for the reason that the Coroner's 
office frequently presents the appear- 
ance of a smoking compartment during 
the progress of inquests. Jurors, wit- 
nesses and spectators are permitted to 
smoke without restriction. 

Dr. Baron is a protege of Chairman 
Howe's Republican City Committee and 
is receiving the active support of that 
machine in the present contest. He is 
about 45 years old, has been a practicing 
physician for many years and is con- 
spicuous among the active Republican 
workers of the Tenth. Ward. 


Long Active in Politics. 


Dr. Walter J. Wait was an important 
factor in St. Louis city politics during 
the old days of Chauncey I. Filley’s 
leadership of the Republican hosts. Sub- 
sequently he became identified with the 
Ziegenhein faction. 

Previous to his first term as Coroner 
he was a member of the Board of Edu- 
eation. He was defeated for the Re- 
publican nomination for Sheriff fn 1898. 
He is 50 years old and lives at 1495 Stew- 
art place, 


Not Active Party Worker. 

R. FREDUENSTEIN has a repu- 
M tation for capability among his 

professional associates. He is an 

assistant physician at the City Dis- 
pensary. He is met regarded as an 
active party worker. 
Dr. Henry Gettys is 30 years old and 
is a graduate of the St. Louls University 
medical department. His strength in 
the contest depends largely on the num- 
ber of votes the Daley-Miles forces will 
be able to poll. 

Although Dr. Getty# friends say he 
is making the race independently of 
these influences, it ig well understood 
that his candidacy is favored by the 
forces now in control of the Democratic 
City Com#mnittee. 

Dr. Daniel Hochdoerfer was the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Coroner in the two 
former campaigns. Each time he was 
defeated by a large majority. He is said 
to have the support of a number of 
South St. Louis Democrats. He is 
about 40 years old. 


Has Never Held Office. 


Dr. Jacob Jacobson is 40 years old 
and has had 15 years’ experience as a 
physician. He has never held office. 
He was mentioned for. Police Commis- 
sioner under the Dockery and Folk ad- 
ministrations. 

Dr. D. D. O’Gorman is 41 years old. 
He has practiced about fourteen years 
and is favorably regarded by members 
of the medical profession. He is new to 
politics, this being his first effort for 
public honors. 

Dr. Charles W. Parker !s the favorite 
candidate for Coroner of the Sheehan- 
Quinn forces controlling, the Democrat- 
ic organization of the Eighteenth Ward. 
He has an office In the Mermod-Jaccard 
Building. He is perhaps less widely 
known than any of the other candidates 
seeking this office.
